But it might also be argued 
that if one object of the test 
was to raise driving 
standards, either there is 
going to be no difference 
in the quality of new driver 
coming on to the road, or 
else the standard of driving 
tuition has suddenly and 
remarkably impreved to 
‘mect the demands of the 
new test. We hope it is the 
latter. Certainly the testiny 
delay has been virtually 
eliminated — some could 
Jearn to drive in six weeks 
but not many do — and 
there can be no complaint 
on that score today, 

Hie Traffic Department 
deserve to be cone 
gratulated on doing 0 
well. They have (probably 
reecived many complaints, 
however—one was voiced on 
Tuesday by Mr _ Brook 
Bernacchi at the Urban 
Council mecting—and tho 
hope is that the new system 
wilt be modified in the light 
of experience. One com- 
plaint is that - insufficient 
time is given for the_writ- 
ten examinution, Police may 
feel it is ny much a test of
